WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy had never thrown 
a real Sunday punch in a news 
conference until Wednesday.

They were expressions of amaze­ 
ment whispered about the State 
Department Auditorium as Kenne­ 
dy laid the heavy lash of his high 
office on “a tiny handful of steel 
executives.’’ 
Was Building Up 
What the reporters, and a na­ 
tionwide radio-television audience, 
saw and heard had been building 
inside the President since late 
Tuesday afternoon when Roger 
Bough, U.S. Steel board chairman 
walked into Kennedy’s office anc 
told him “Big Steel” was kicking 
up the price of its product by 16 
a ton. 
This struck at the heart of Ken 
nedy’s plans for voluntary eco­ 
nomic stabilization. Furthermore 
the steel industry had ooncludec 
a new contract with the United 
Steelworkers Union with the gov 
ernment’s blessing — and without 
saying 
anything 
about 
raising 
prices. 
Seldom, if ever, has Kennedy 
displayed such emotion in public 
He pilloried steel management as 
being utterly contemptuous of 185 
million Americans. He said the 
price hike would cost the Defense 
Department an extra $1 billion a 
year. He linked the steel price sit­ 
uation with the government’s ina­ 
bility to send armed forces de­
